with only portions of wings. Altogether 
the crop was a sorry one, 
which'ac- 


count for the scarcity of'spring broil 
crs. 


Second Crop Soon Ready. 


Commission men said ye>terday that 


there -was not a good spring- clucken 
within a radius of fifty miles of Chica- 
go. The crop in Wisconsin suffered as it 
did in northern Illinois.

cussion of the subject has prompted }\'is- 
consin to try a radical, progressive or 
graduated income_tax law under pres- 
ent conditions^ It is hoped,.we take it, 
that public, setinient will 
enable 
the 


authorities to enforce the law with rea- 
sonable uniformity and success. 
' The net provides for a tax of 1 per 
cent on incomes above'$800 in the case 
of unmarried persons and above $1,200 
.in'the ense Of married persons. The rate 
increases with'each additional $1,000 of 
income only one-half of 1 per cent, but 
incomes above $12,000 arc to pay C per 
cent. Federal •'officials, state legislators 
and executives, and . pensioners 'arc ex- 
empt as to their salarie's, 
. Usually those who favor federal in- 
come taxation 'oppose such, taxation by 
the states,.although some learned econ- 
omists suggest a sort of partnership by 
state and nation for thi purpose of Ievj< 
ing and sharing a.fair, equitable income 
tax. It remains to be seen how Wiscon- 
sin, one of our bold sociological experi- 
ment stations, will enforce her note- 
worthy measure and; what lessons she 
will teach 'her' sifiter ..states.

Constitutional Amendments. 


- The .following proposed amendments 
to the constitution must be adopted by 
the legislature in 1913 before being sub- 
mitted to the people for final approv- 
al:

Education. 


Under the. subject of education, the 


legislature niliililisliGtl several .reforms 
which are vital to the 'school circles of 
the Rttite. While many liills calling for 
radical changing in the school system 
were introduced, none of them found 
their way to (inul piissnge. Tltc new ed- 
ucation laws are considered to be sufe 
und nude steps toward perfection of the 
existing system. Among tlie bills passed 
in the measure providing for a teachers' 
pension and retirement fund.

"prations." It provides u comprehensive 
system' of insurance for teachers who 
have served 25 years in the profession;

Along the line of ^vocational- educa- 


tion, the legislature took a1 big step in 
authorizing the purchase of the Stout 
Trade school at Menomlnie. It is the 
intention of 'the state to train teachers 
for trade schools. . 


Conservation. 


The 1011 legislature went on record as 


favoring a continuance of tlic state's 
policy of conservation of 
natural 
re- 


sources, although along more conserva- 
tive lines than those agitated by the 
conservationists. To further this policy 
a decisive step wns taken on the subject 
of water powers: tho legislature declar- 
ing the state to be tlie owner'of "all 
'water power rights. In one b^ll $50,000 
nnmmllv for n period of five years is 
appropriated for tlie purchase of more 
forest reserve land. Another law makes 
more effective the lire warden system 
in the protection of forests against the 
ravages of fire. In another law, 
de- 


struction or impairment of any natural 
rc-sonnx- is made punishable by a.line of 
from $5U to $200. Another bill seeks to 
protect forests and Urush.land against 
tire caused by sparks from engines. 


Pure Food. 


The most notable thing shout the ac- 


tion of tlie legislatiirc on matters af- 
fecting food manufacture nnd supply U 
the failure of tl"1 "interests" to se 
the passage of any measure which im 
pnirs in any wny tiie ol(l pure food laws. 
The disposition of the "com syrup'1 bill 


viously. have been

them an examining mugistratcs. Only 
two justices of.the peace are allowed1 in 
each town, under a new law. The mnx- 
imum penalty for burglary is 
lowered 


from twenty to ten years. Another law 
requires the plea of insanity in crimi- 
nal cases to be determined by the jury 
.with the plea of not.guilty and provides 
for the committment of insane defend- 
ants to state hospitals. Salaries of su- 
preme court justices are raised from $6,- 
000 to $7,500 annually. A

law 


makes pandering a felony and provides 
a stringent penalty. 


Corporations. 


An important law of this session is 


that compelling physical connection be- 
tween competing telephone companies 
nnd prohibiting the duplication'of ays- 
terns in cities, towns and villages. An- 
other law places all public utilities under 
the indeterminate franchise law* by re- 
voking all existing franchises. Another 
law requires the free delivery of express 
to nil addresses where United' States 
mail is delivered by urban free delivery. 


Railroads. 


Under a new law the jailroad com- 


mission may demand the installation of 
safety and warning devices at all rail- 
road crossings which are considered dan- 
gerous. Railway conductors are author-1 


i/,ed to charge passengers ten cents extra 
when they hoard 
trains . at 
stations 


where tickets are sold without purchas- 
ing a ticket. Trains must stop at coun- 
ty scats and railroads must establish 
stations at-any village of 200 or more 
inhabitants where a postoffice is oper- 
ated. Sleeping car companies are requir- 
ed to keep upper berths closed when not 
sold and when the lower berths are in 
use. The railroad commission can order 
the installation of block signal systems 
wherever it deems advisable. 


Highways, 


The legis'alurc succeeded in passing a, 


comprelinsive good roads bill, providing 
for elate aid for counties in building new- 
roads. Under the system, the taxes con-, 
tributcd by counties are returned as 
state aid in the proportion in which they 
are paid . Along the line of good roads, 
the legislature also passed n bill requir^ 
ing that road taxes be paid in money. 
Another bill was passed requiring bet- 
ter bridgcs^to be built in rural districts. 


Agriculture. 


The repeal of the old tuberculin test 


law and the enacting of a new law was 
perhaps the most important action of 
the legislature along agricultural 
lines. 


Under the new law, tnc compulsory fea- 
ture of the test is eliminated. The leg- 
islature passed a bill authorizing -the 
state to buy land and sell it to.actual 
settlers. It appropriated money for the 
purchase of stump pulling machines to 
be used by the college of agriculture. 


Fish and Game. 


Little fish and game legislation was 


enacted. One. law extends the open sea- 
son on deer ten days while another adds 
a half hour to each day during the duck 
shooting season. Possession of dynamite 
on inland "water is made prinvi facie evi- 
dence'of violation of the fie!', and game 
la\ys regarding tlie dynamiting of fish.

who has returned from u personal'in- 
spection of the work of raising the ill- 
luted battleship.

might never-reveal its secret, and now 
that tho cause of tho disaster is settled, 
at least in the opinion of one of our 
great governmental engineers, n»any con- 
sider the appropriation well spent.
